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PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To improve convenience 
and the service by rotationally moving a stop operation 
part appropriately according to the preference. 
SOLUTION: A stop operation part 1 for stopping a rotary 
reel is constituted of a shaft part 4 projecting from one 
side of a main body member 3, a block member 5 
loosely engaged with the shaft part 4, and a spring 6. 
The block member 5 which prohibits the rotational 
movement of the main body member 3 is so constituted 
as to move in the left direction by the operation of the 
lever part 5D. The left-directional moving of the block 
member 5 releases the lock between lock holes 10... 10 
and projections 9 so as to set free the rotational 
movement of the main body member 3. Thereby, the 

operation surface of the operation button can be freely changed according to the preference. 
A stopper is also provided so that the operation surface of the operation button can be set to 
the desired operation direction. This constitution allows the player to select the operation 
method according to the preference and improves the convenience.

DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Field of the Invention] This invention relates to the slot machine which can develop customer service 

more especially about the slot machine having a microcomputer. 

[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] Although the slot machine of each company has realized characteristic 
actuation respectively by control of the built-in microcomputer, it is equipped with the coin slot, the start 
lever, the stop button, and the coin cup in common structural. As operating instructions, it is based on 
operating a start lever, rotating a rotation reel, pushing a stop button after that, and stopping a rotation 
reel, after throwing in coin from a coin slot. And after the rotation reel had stopped, when a pattern 
gathers in a halt Rhine top, the coin of ****** pays out a coin cup. 
[0003] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] Although such a slot machine had spread widely as a public 
play device together with pachinko, it could not be said to be completeness in respect of customer 
service, but had the room of an improvement still more. For example, although the stop button was very 
important since the victory or defeat of the game of the time were influenced by the timing which pushes 
this, it had not become the device which the installation posture of the conventional stop button is fixed, 
and took a play person's needs, liking, etc. into consideration. Moreover, although the information sound 
which reports the operating state of a device was emitted from the slot machine, there was also a 
possibility that it might be interfered by the surrounding noise and could not catch. Furthermore, ashes 
and dust might give displeasure to the slot machine from the built-in ash pan at coin cup leak **** and a 
play person. This invention aims at offering the slot machine which can develop customer service more 
while it is made paying attention to these troubles and pursues convenience corresponding to a play 
person's needs. 
[0004] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] In order to attain the above-mentioned purpose, invention concerning 
claim 1 enables it to rotate said halt control unit suitably according to liking of a play person in the slot 
machine which answers actuation of a halt control unit and is made to suspend the rotation reel which 
answers actuation of a start lever and rotates. A halt control unit is a part operated in order to stop the 
rotation reel under rotation, and, typically, is a part equipped with a stop button. In this invention, since 
this halt control unit is constituted rotatable, according to liking of a play person, operating instructions 
are freely changeable. For example, operating instructions, such as the approach of depressing a stop 
button downward and the approach of extruding a stop button horizontally, can be chosen as arbitration. 
In addition, a rotation reel may answer actuation of a start lever, may rotate all at once, and may rotate in 
the other procedure. A halt control unit may be equipped with a part for prohibition or part II made 
possible (3C, 4-7) for actuation for a part for part I operated like invention of claim 2 in order to make it 
rotate (3B), and said part I. Since rotation of a halt control unit is usually forbidden according to the 
operation for part II and rotation of a halt control unit can be enabled in such invention at the time of the 
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need, it is desirable. 

[0005] Invention concerning claim 3 has prepared the earphone jack for hearing the voice of the 
information sound emitted from a slot machine, or others by the earphone in the slot machine which 
answers actuation of a halt control unit and is made to suspend the rotation reel which answers actuation 
of a start lever and rotates. Since an information sound can be caught in this invention, without being 
interfered by the surrounding noise, there is no fear of failure in hearing. Moreover, if BGM etc. is 
outputted from an earphone jack, it can concentrate on a game in the relaxed feeling. In addition, if a 
closing motion lid is formed in an ash pan, or an ash pan is formed in the interior of a device possible 
[ receipt ] and it is made for the contents of an ash pan to leak and not to come out, customer service will 
improve further. 
[0006] 

[Embodiment of the Invention] Hereafter, based on an example, this invention is further explained to a 
detail. Drawing 1 illustrates the important section of the slot machine concerning the 1st example, and 
shows the coin slot CN and the start lever ST other than the rotatable halt control unit 1 which is the 
description part. In addition, the halt control unit 1 is a part operated in order to stop a rotation reel (not 
shown), and presses three earth switches 2a-2c corresponding to the number of rotation reels. Drawing 2 
illustrates the internal structure of the halt control unit 1 . In this halt control unit 1, the shank 4 has 
projected from the one side (left) of the body member 3, and in order to forbid rotation of the body 
member 3, the inhibition member 5 and the spring 6 have fitted loosely into the shank 4. In addition, the 
disk 7 is being fixed to trailer 4a of a shank 4. 

[0007] The body member 3 consists of approximately cylindrical attachment section 3 A, annular section 
3B of the major diameter located in right and left of attachment section 3 A, and lobe 3C that projects in 
the shape of a cylinder outward [ right-and-left ] from annular section 3B. The flat side 8 is formed in 
that part at attachment section 3 A, and earth switches 2a-2c are being fixed to this flat side 8. The fine 
notch is prepared in the periphery of annular section 3B (refer to drawing 1 ), and rotation actuation of 
the body member 3 is made easy. Although lobe 3C is prepared in right and left of annular section 3B, 
lobe 3C of the right-hand side which does not appear in drawing 2 functions as a stop part in the case of 
attaching the halt control unit 1 in the body of a slot machine. On the other hand, two or more 
projections 9-9 are formed in the termination side of the shaft orientations outward [ shaft-orientations ] 
at fixed spacing at left-hand side lobe 3C. 

[0008] The inhibition member 5 which forbids rotation of the body member 3 consists of body 5 A 
which fits loosely into a shank 4, engagement section 5B located in the end side (right) of body 5 A, 
fixed part 5C located in the other end side (left) of body 5 A, and lever section 5D which projects 
outward [ direction of path ] from body 5 A. Corresponding to the projection 9-9 of lobe 3C, the stop 
hole 10-10 is formed in engagement section 5B at fixed spacing. In addition, since only lever section 
5D appears outside (refer to drawing 1 ) and the periphery of fixed part 5C is stopped in the state of 
attachment by the body of a slot machine, rotation of the inhibition member 5 is forbidden. Since the 
spring 6 is arranged between the disk 7 and the inhibition member 5, the inhibition member 5 will 
always be energized rightward and the projection 9-9 of lobe 3C is absorbed into the stop hole 10-10 
of engagement section 5B. And the body member 3 and the inhibition member 5 will unify by this 
actuation, and, as for the body member 3, rotation will be forbidden by the stop of fixed part 5C. 
[0009] Since it has fitted loosely into the shank 4, the inhibition member 5 can be moved leftward (the 
direction of FREE of drawing 1 ) according to actuation of lever section 5D. If the inhibition member 5 
moves leftward, since the stop condition of the stop hole 10-10 and projection 9—9 will be canceled, the 
body member 3 can be rotated freely. That is, where lever section 5D is moved in the FREE direction, 
since a play person can rotate the body member 5 freely, he can change freely the actuation side of 
manual operation buttons 2a-2c according to his height or liking. In addition, he is trying to rotate the 
actuation side 1 1 of manual operation buttons 2a-2c from the condition of drawing 3 (a) to the condition 
of drawing 3 (b) by forming a stopper in a proper location. Although a stop button will be pushed 
horizontally and a stop button will be depressed from a top to the bottom in the state of drawing 3 (b) in 
the state of drawing 3 (a) so that clearly, according to liking of each play person, operating instructions 
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can be chosen freely. 

[0010] Drawing 4 illustrates the important section of the 2nd example of this invention. On this slot 
machine, earth switches 2a-2c were approached, and the earphone jack 12 is formed. The same signal as 
the sound signal supplied to the loudspeaker of a slot machine is supplied to this earphone jack 12. 
Therefore, without troubling in a surrounding sound, a play person can recognize the sound which a slot 
machine emits, and does not have a possibility of missing the sound from the slot machine which tells 
various kinds of information. Moreover, in this example, since the slot machine is equipped with the 
earphone jack 12, stereo music unrelated to actuation of a device can also be outputted like BGM, and 
customer service can be raised more. In addition, also in the example of drawing 4 , the start lever ST 
may be formed further rotatable that what is necessary is just to form the halt control unit 1 rotatable. 
[001 1] Drawing 5 illustrates the important section of the 3rd example of this invention. It is made for the 
ashes of the tobacco included in an ash pan 13 to leak, and not to appear in the coin cup 14 on this slot 
machine. Specifically, what formed the closing motion lid 15 in the upper part of an ash pan 13 
( drawing 5 (a)), the thing ( drawing 5 (b)) which constituted the ash pan 13 possible [ a cash drawer ], 
the thing ( drawing 5 (c)) which formed the closing motion lid 16 in the flank of an ash pan 13 can be 
considered. In addition, the closing motion lid 15 of drawing 5 (a) is held according to the cam structure 
of a hinge region etc. at either condition of a state of obstruction or an open condition. Similarly, the 
closing motion lid 16 of drawing 5 R> 5 (c) is held according to proper stopper structure at either 
condition of a state of obstruction or an open condition. 

[0012] As mentioned above, although the example of this invention was explained, it does not pass to 
have illustrated an example which embodied invention and this invention is not limited at all. For 
example, in the 1st example, the device of a halt control unit carries out a design change suitably, for 
example, may be replaced with projection 9 and the engagement hole 10 of illustration, and may prepare 
other irregularity in a body member and an inhibition member. Moreover, while making the body of a 
slot machine carry out friction contact of the lobes 3C and 3 C of right and left of a body member, what 
constituted this friction contact possible [ discharge ] artificially is sufficient. Furthermore, although all 
the above-mentioned examples were limited to the slot machine and explained, these configurations are 
applicable also to public play devices including pachinko again. For example, applying to pachinko is 
suitable for especially the structure of the ash pan out of which contents do not leak and come. 
[0013] 

[Effect of the Invention] As explained above, while pursuing convenience corresponding to a play 
person's needs according to this invention, the slot machine which can develop customer service more is 
realizable.
